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HISTORY OF THE 
PORTLAND WINTER HAWKS 


During the 1975-76 hockey season life became unbearable for the Qil Kings of 
Edmonton, Alberta. The National Hockey League had moved in and the town was not 
supporting junior hockey. 


Being a man to step forth and meet any challenge head on, and having already 
made several trips to the Portland area, Brian Shaw decided he would be the man to 
bring Tier | Major Junior Hockey to the United States. Amid much controversy, on 
Labor Day 1976, the Edmonton Oil Kings became the now world famous Portland 
Winter Hawks. 


The new.Winter Hawks came in to Portland on an 8-game losing streak. The team 
was made up of large and very physical players. They used intimidation as their game 
tactic. Confrontations were common, and the fans found it difficult to adjust to the 
Winter Hawks after losing their beloved Buckaroos. 


Shortly after the Winter Hawks came to Portland, the focus of the game of hockey 
changed. The Western/Hoeckey League brought the games under tighter control with 
more penalties and bigger fimes. With the changes in the game itself and the hard 
work and fast pace of the team members, a love affair soon developed between the 
Portland Winter Hawks and the’fans_ of the City of Roses. That love affair makes 
Portland the highest drawing Tier/\team in the world. 


During the 1981-82 season the Winter Hawks made their first trip to the prestigious 
Memorial Cup Tournament. Although theydidn’t win the Cup that year, Brian Shaw 
came back with the knowledge that it was\imesto introduce the Cup to the United 
States and to the City of Portland. On May 7,\4983. the Lethbridge Broncos of the 
Western Hockey League and the Oshawa Generalsf\the Ontario Hockey League 
skated on the ice at the Memorial Coliseum to play the first Memorial Cup game ever 
played on United States soil. The names Lethbridge Brong¢os~Oshawa Generals, and 
Verdun Juniors will be remembered forever in the hearts of the, Portland fans. The love 
affair that started 8 years ago now deepened as the Portland-Winter Hawks won the 
Memorial Cup on May 14, 1983, before the second largest audi@éneeyever to attend a 
Memorial Cup game — 9,527. 


The Portland Winter Hawks are renowned as a ‘‘teaching’’ team. Théredit for that 
title goes mainly to Ken Hodge, coach/teacher. Mr. Hodge has been with’ the Winter 
Hawks since their inception and has received much acclaim for his teaching theories 
and abilities. With this focus the Winter Hawks organization not only provides their 
fans with a quality brand of entertainment, they also accord their players the best 
chance to present themselves for admittance into the NHL. This fact shows most 
clearly by the graduated Winter Hawks now playing in the NHL: Wayne Babych, Tony 
Currie, Larry Playfair, Keith Brown, Blake Wesley, Brent Peterson, Perry Turnbull, 
David Babych, Clint Malarchuk, Jim Benning, Gary Nylund, Ken Yaremchuk, Cam 
Neely, Rich Kromm, Alfie Turcotte and Brian Curran. The history of the Portland 
Winter Hawks should also show that only 6 players since the inception of the 
organization have not been drafted by the NHL. 


This is only the current chapter in the history of the Portland Winter Hawks. Brian 
Shaw and Ken Hodge have expanded Tier | Junior Hockey to unbelievable heights in 8 
short years.
